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STATISTICS AND SUCCESSIONS IN THE SUPREME 
JUDICIAL COURT AND THE SUPERIOR COURT 
OF MASSACHUSETTS, TO JANUARY 1, 1930.

In 8 MassacHusetts LAW QuARTERLY (Feb., 1923) 78, appeared 
a tabulation entitled ‘‘Statisties and Successions in the Superior 
Court’’, brought down to January 1, 1923. The present tabulation 
brings the matter down to January 1, 1930, corrects a few errors, 
and adds tables concerning the Supreme Judicial Court and bio- 
graphical matter as to both courts. 

The archives at the State House have been searched for dates 
of nomination, appointment 7.e., the giving by the council of their 
advice and consent to the nomination made at least seven days 
before (Const., Ch. 2, Art. 9), and qualification 7.e., the taking of 
the oaths of allegiance and office. Const., Ch. 6, Art. 1; Amend- 
ments, Art. 6. Only the dates of appointment (abbreviated <A.) 
and qualification (abbreviated Q.) are shown in the tables. Certain 
errors in the Massachusetts Reports, resulting from confusion of 
the date of nomination or qualification with the date of appoint- 
ment, are corrected. 

The dates of birth and death present more difficulty. Geneal- 
ogies, biographical sketches, and other sources thought to be reli- 
able have been used, and in some instances resort has been had 
to town records. Dates prior to Sept. 14, 1752, are given, so far 
as can be ascertained, in Old Style. 

Note has been made of important biographies and biographical 
sketches of members of the courts, and of oil portraits and statues 
known to exist. In the case of a person appearing in the tables 
more than once, such matter has been collected under his first 
appointment to the highest oftice held by him. The word ‘‘por- 
trait’’ is used to signify an oil painting, and the word ‘‘likeness’’ 
to signify an illustration in a book. 

To the right, opposite the dates of appointment and of death, 
appears the age, in years and hundredths, at the times of appoint- 
ment and of death, respectively. 
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A person fully appointed, who declined the office, has been 
included in the tables, on the theory that he has held the office. 
Marbury v. Madison, 1 Cranch 137; Justices of Jefferson County v. 
Clark, 1 T. B. Monroe 82; Draper v. State, 175 Ala. 547 s. ¢. 34 
Anno, Cas. (1914 D) 300. But there are difficulties in that theory. 
People v. Whitman, 10 Cal. 38; Johnston v. Wilson, 2 N. H. 202. 

By St. 1699-1700, e. 3, enacted June 26, 1700, the Superior 
Court of Judicature, Court of Assize and General Gaol Delivery 
was to consist of a chief justice and four other justices. By St. 
1775-1776, ¢. 4, enacted Aug. 23, 1775, it was provided that all 
civil offices, including judicial offices, should be deemed vacated on 
Sept. 19, 1775. The Governor and Lieutenant-Governor being 
absent, the Council assumed the duties of the Governor, as pro- 
vided in the provincial charter, and appointed new judges on Oct. 
11, 1775. The only pre-Revolutionary judge to be re-appointed 
was William Cushing. The number of judges and the name of 
the court remained as provided in the Act of 1699-1700. The 
first sitting of the court held by the new judges took place on 
June 18, 1776, at Ipswich, and was held by Cushing, Foster and 
Sullivan, JJ. (Quincey, 341). The judges appointed in 1775 are 
arranged in the order in which they were appointed. By the 
Constitution, adopted on June 15, 1780, the name of the court 
was changed to Supreme Judicial Court, but the continuity of 
the court was not disturbed. St. 1780, ¢. 17; St. 1782, «. 9. The 
organization of the court is described in 2 Massacuvusetts Law 
QUARTERLY (May, 1917) 359, et seq. 

The Superior Court was created by St. 1859, ¢. 196, which 
took partial effect on May 10, 1859. At first it consisted of a 
chief justice and nine associate justices. The original justices are 
arranged in the order in which they were nominated and appointed, 
and in which they are arranged in contemporary Acts and Resolves 
and Manuals of the General Court. In more recent times, when 
several justices have been appointed on the same day, seniority 
has been deemed to depend upon priority of qualification. 

Many likenesses of justices of the Supreme Judicial Court, 
some of whom had been members of the Superior Court, appear 
in 6 Massacuvsetts Law QuarRTERLY (Nov., 1920) 1. Likenesses 
appear there of all justices of the Supreme Judicial Court except 
Sargeant, C. J. and Read, J. Foster, N. Cushing, Warren, Bradbury, 
C. Strong, S. Strong, Wait, Sanderson and F. T. Field, JJ. Group 
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photographs of the justices of the Supreme Judicial Court were 
made 1842-47, 1866-68, 1882-85, 1899-1902, 1906-11, 1911-13, 
1915-19, and of the justices of the Superior Court in 1901 and 
1915. Various group photographs of the justices of the Supreme 
Judicial Court were reproduced in 9 Massacuuserts Law Qvar- 
TERLY (Nov., 1923) 7. 

The compiler acknowledges his indebtedness for assistance to 
elerks of courts, librarians and private individuals too numerous 
to mention. 

In computing averages, only the date of the first appointment 
to the court of each person has been considered. 

The number of persons appointed to the Supreme Judicial 
Court has been 72; average age at appointment, 49.98 years. The 
number appointed to the Supreme Judicial Court since the Supe- 
rior Court was created on May 10, 1859, has been 34; average age 
at appointment, 53.39 years. The average age at the time of 
appointment of the justices of the Supreme Judicial Court holding 
office on January 1, 1930, was 56.58 years. The average age on 
January 1, 1930, of the justices of the Supreme Judicial Court 
then holding office was 68.21 vears. On that date the number of 
justices aged from 50 to 55 years was 1; from 65 to 70, 3; from 
70 to 75, 2; more than 75, 1. 

The following were appointed to the Supreme Judicial Court 
when less than forty years of age: Sullivan, J., 31.88 years; Parker, 
J., 32.28 vears; Dawes, J., 34.51 years; Sumner, J., 35.71 years; 
Gray, J., 36.42 years; C. Strong, J., 37.25 years; D. Foster, J., 
37.72 years; Jackson, J., 57.74 years; Adams, C. J., 39.95 years; 
Thomas, J., 39.95 years. 

The following were appointed to the Supreme Judicial Court 
when more than sixty years of age: Hammond,, J., 60.73 vears; 
Fletcher, J., 60.79 years; Sanderson, J., 61.27 years; Pierce, J., 
61.95 years; Sheldon, J., 62.31 years; Wait, J., 63.02 years; Met- 
ealf, J., 63.36 years; Lord, J., 63.45 years; Ames, J., 63.75 years; 
S. Strong, J., 64.33 years; Read, J., 65.28 years. 

Since May 10, 1859, the following have been appointed to the 
Supreme Judicial Court when less than forty-five years of age: 
Gray, J., 36.42 years; D. Foster, J., 37.72 years; Holmes, J., 41.77 
years; Rugg, J., 44.10 years. 

Of the 34 persons appointed to the Supreme Judicial Court 
since May 10, 1859, 20 had previously served on the Superior Court. 
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The average age at death of the 63 deceased justices of the 
Supreme Judicial Court was 71.89 years; that of the 25 deceased 
justices appointed since May 10, 1859, was 70.77 years. There 
were two former justices of the Supreme Judicial Court living on 
January 1, 1930; Holmes, C.J. (now associate justice of the 
Supreme Court of the United States), and Loring, J. 

The justices who were more than eighty years of age at death 
were Metealf, J., 91.08 years; Adams, C. J., 90.70 years; D. Sewall, 
J., 90.01 years; C. Allen, J., 85.74 vears; J. M. Morton, J., 85.62 
years; Lineoln, J., 85.59 years; Forbes, J., 85.47 years; Putnam, J., 
85.11 years; Wilde, J., 84.38 vears; Hammond, J., 84.27 years; 
Paine, J., 83.14 years; Sheldon, J., 82.55 years; Warren, J., 82.14 
years; Fletcher, J., 81.45 years; Jackson, J., 80.54 years; Shaw, 
C. J., 80.22 years. In addition to these, Holmes, C. J., has already 
attained an age of more than 88 years. Of the 63 deceased justices 
of the Supreme Judicial Court, 35 attained an age of more than 
70 years. Of the 25 deceased justices of the Supreme Judicial 
Court appointed since May 10, 1859, 14 attained an age of more 
than 70 years. 

The longest terms of service in the Supreme Judicial Court 
were as follows: Wilde, J., 35.39 years; Shaw, C. J., 29.97 years; 
C. A. Dewey, J., 29.24 years; Putnam, J., 27.40 years; Braley, J., 
26.07 years; Parker, C.J., 24.46 years; Knowlton, C.J., 23.98 
eg, C.J. (since Sept. 26, 1906, unfinished) ; J. M. Mor- 
3.23 years; Thacher, J., 22.87 years; M. Morton, C. J., 
21.37 years; Dana, C. J., 21.27 years; Loring, J., 20.02 years. The 
shortest terms of service in the Supreme Judicial Court were as 
follows: Forbes, J., 0.66 years; C. Cushing, J., 0.79 years; Colt, 
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J., (his first term) 0.93 years. The shortest term of service ended 
by death was that of D. Dewey, J., 1.25 years. 

The longest terms of service in the Supreme Judicial Court, 
in combination with the Supreme Court of the United States or 
the Superior Court, were as follows: Holmes, C. J. (since Dee. 15, 
1882, unfinished) ; Cushing, C.J., 34.89 vears, or 38.63 years if 
reckoned from his original appointment on Jan. 15, 1772; Braley, 
J., 37.96 vears; Gray, C. J., 36.02 years; Morton, C. J., 31.27 years; 
Knowlton, C.J., 30.02 years. These may be compared with the 
term of service of Mr. Justice Story in the Supreme Court of the 
United States, 33.81 years. The most remarkable record of judi- 
cial service known to the compiler, though made in a court to 
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which an appointment at an early age is more likely, is that of 
Hon. Joseph R. Churchill, who was appointed Justice of the 
Municipal Court of the Dorchester District on January 9, 1871, 
and still held the office on January 1, 1930. 

The number of persons appointed to the Superior Court to 
January 1, 1930, has been 111; average age at appointment, 48.47 
years. The average age at appointment of those appointed prior 
to January 1, 1923, was 48.75 years. The average age at appoint- 
ment of the justices of the Superior Court holding office on Jan- 
uary 1, 1930, was 47.85 years; the average age at appointment of 
those holding office on January 1, 1923, was 48.41 years. The 
average age on January 1, 1930, of the justices of the Superior 
Court then holding office was 56.18 years; oldest, 72.49 years; 
voungest, 45.14 vears. The average age on January 1, 1925, of 
the justices of the Superior Court then holding office was 56.63 
years; oldest, 74.78 years; youngest, 42.35 years. On January 1, 
1930, the number of justices aged from 45 to 50 years was 6; from 
50 to 55, 12: from 55 to 60, 6; from 60 to 65, 3; from 65 to 70, 3; 
from 70 to 75, 2. 

The following were appointed to the Superior Court when less 
than 40 years of age: Russell, J., 33.64 years; Coreoran, J., 38.95 
years; Colt, J., 39.61 years; Brigham, J., 39.65 years; N. P. Brown, 
J., 39.79 years. 

The following were appointed to the Superior Court when 
more than sixty years of age: Aldrich, J., 60.21 years; C. Allen, 
C. J., 61.78 years. 

The average age at death of the 67 deceased justices of the 
Superior Court was 67.73 years. There were 12 former justices 
of the Superior Court living on January 1, 1930: Fessenden, 
Stevens, Lawton, Pierce, Wait, Crosby, King, Sanderson, Chase, 
Irwin, Carroll and Shaw, JJ. 

The justices of the Superior Court who were more than eighty 
years of age at death were J. W. Hammond, J., 84.27 years; Rock- 
well, J., 83.06 years; Sheldon, J., 82.55 years; Wardwell, J., 81.76 
years; Aldrich, J., 81.63 vears; Wilkinson, J., 80.97 years. In 
addition to these, Stevens, J., has already attained an age of more 
than 86 years and Fessenden, J., an age of more than 80 years. 
Of the 67 deceased justices of the Superior Court, 30 attained an 
age of more than 70 vears. 

The longest terms of service in the Superior Court were as 











follows: Brigham, C. J., 31.25 years; Fessenden, J., 31.22 years; 
Rockwell, J., 27.37 years; Lawton, J., 26.49 years. Eleven other 
justices had terms exceeding twenty years. The shortest terms of 
service in the Superior Court were as follows: Carroll, J., 0.11 
years; Shattuck, J., 0.21 years; Freeman, J., 0.58 years; Flaherty, 
J., 0.73 years. 

In the Supreme Judicial Court, the longest intervals without 
change of personnel have been from June 17, 1815, when Wilde, J., 
was appointed, until April 12, 1823, when Jackson, J., resigned, 
7.82 years; and from June 18, 1891, when Barker, J., was 
appointed, until Sept. 1, 1898, when C. Allen, J., resigned, 7.20 
years. In the present century, the longest period has been from 
Sept. 27, 1906, when Rugg, J., was appointed, until Sept. 7, 1911, 
when Knowlton, C. J., resigned, 4.94 years. 

In the Superior Court, the longest intervals without change of 
personnel have been from May 31, 1859, when Putnam, J., and 
Brigham, J., were appointed, until about April 2, 1867, when 
C. Allen, C. J., resigned, about 7.84 years; and from Dee. 31, 
1875, when Gardner, J., was appointed, until Feb. 5, 1881, when 
F. H. Dewey, J., resigned, 5.10 years. In the present century, the 
longest period has been from Oct. 11, 1911, when Irwin, J., was 
appointed, until Dee. 31, 1913, when Crosby, J., was promoted,
